No one ſhall be relieved without a Petition ſtring 
forth © the Eccleſiaſtical Benefice or Curacy which

And no Petition ſhall 
be read (unleſs it be from a S/udent in one of our 
Unver/ittes) without a Certificate under the Hands 
of the Miniſters and Churchwardens of the Pariſh 
where the Petitioner dwells, * atteſting to the Truth 
* of the Petition, and certifying (if the Petitioner 
„be au adult Perſon, and of found Mind) that he 
or She is a Perſon of good Repure, and a Commu- 
« nicent of the Church of England as by Law eſta-
